Balance of Payments, Australia, June 1985 (Revised) (5301.0). This issue, released on 


July 24, contained an upward revision of $599 million to the preliminary estimate of 
exports f.o.b. for 1984-85. The revision, which affected most months of 1984-85, arose 
from the failure of an exporter to lodge, with the Australian Customs Service, entries 
relating to exports of crude petroleum. This revision has resulted in amendments to 
previously published estimates for the balance of trade, the balance on current accounts 
and the net apparent capital inflow. 


Exports by Commodity Divisions, Australia, May 1985 (Revised) (5402.0), released on 25 


July, contained an upward revision of $744 million to the preliminary estimate of exports 
for the eleven months ended May 1985. The revision, which affected all of the eleven 
months ended May 1985, arose from the failure of exporters to lodge, with the Australian 
Customs Service, documents relating to exports of crude petroleum and aluminium.
